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INTRODUCTION 


SCOPE AND PURPOSE OF THE GAZETTEER 

The Indian Subcontinent, comprising the south Asian countries of India, Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
Sri Lanka, Nepal, Maldives, and Bhutan, is home to one of Earth’s most fascinating and diverse 
biotas. The bird fauna, which comprises more than 1,200 species, is one of the more visible, 
colorful, and acclaimed components of this biota. For this and other reasons, the diversity and 
complexity of the Subcontinent’s bird fauna has attracted the attention of resident and foreign 
naturalists for centuries. In fact, this incredible bird fauna was a favored subject of the Mughal 
painters working five centuries ago, whose wonderfully detailed and lifelike depictions of 
Indian birds are readily identifiable to species today. 

As elsewhere in the world, scientific study of birds was initially the provenance of naturalists 
who accompanied European explorers to the region. Later, a diverse collection of resident 
colonials sought out the birdlife and accumulated knowledge about the distribution, behavior, 
and ecology of the region’s many species. More recently, a dedicated core of local researchers 
and amateur naturalists has emerged to continue the study of the birdlife, much enriching our 
knowledge. All these have left a legacy of observation and analysis, virtually all of which is 
tied in some way to the geography of the vast Indian Subcontinent. Any study of Indian 
Ornithology must come to grips to the complex and ever-changing political geography of the 
region. Hence this work. 

This, then, is a geographic companion to our Ornithology of the Indian Subcontinent 1872- 
1992, An Annotated Bibliography (1994), providing a geographic gazetteer of the many Indian 
place names cited in ornithological publications over the last two centuries. In this case, 
however, the initial focal point of our work is the Handbook of the Birds of India and Pakistan, 
Together with Those of Nepal, Sikkim, Bhutan and Ceylon (1968-1974). This magisterial, ten- 
volume treatise includes literally thousands of place names associated with observations and 
collections of birds of the Subcontinent. Our gazetteer seeks to provide a geographic context 
for these localities for future generations of ornithologists, naturalists, and conservationists. It is 
a natural companion to the Bibliography as well as to the Handbook. Being able to locate an 
obscure rural locality on a modern map with some precision can assist a doctoral student, 
inform a conservation planner, or aid a veteran bird-watcher. We see this gazetteer as a research 
tool that will assist these various workers, even if used only a few times in a decade. 

Our gazetteer, then, seeks to provide the where to all the geographic place names mentioned in 
Ali and Ripley’s Handbook. But there’s more: along the way, we decided to include the 
ornithological place names found in a range of publications on birds of the Indian region, 
including the later issues of the Journal of the Bombay Natural History Society, as well as the 
Inskipp’s Birds of Nepal (and many others in between). We think that the researcher will find 
this a handy tool for navigating the nomenclatural and geographic thickets that constitute the 
ornithology of South Asia. 

It should be noted that the present work is but one of several final pieces to an integrated 
synthesis of the ornithology of the Indian region—a goal of the work of S. Dillon Ripley, now 
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deceased. This scholarly program of research was initiated with Ripley’s publication of the 
seminal Synopsis of the Birds of India and Pakistan (1961: Bombay Natural History Society, 
Bombay). This comprehensive taxonomic checklist set the stage for the production of the ten 
volumes of the Handbook, as a grand collaboration between Salim Ali and Ripley, the two 
great students of South Asian ornithology during the latter half of the Twentieth Century. 
Subsequently, the Handbook was issued in a Compact Edition (1983) and as a Pictorial Guide 
(1983). And more recently have come the Bibliography (1994), this Gazetteer (2004), and the 
Ripley Field Guide (expected in 2005). The only work remaining to be completed in this series 
is the Biogeography of Indian Birds, which remains in manuscript. It is seldom that an 
important bird fauna receives such sustained and encyclopedic treatment, and S. Dillon Ripley 
is to be lauded for this achievement. 

This work has a single focal mission—to provide those who use the Handbook and attendant 
works to be able to locate nearly every geographic locality mentioned therein. Needless to say, 
we did not find every locality, although one of us (PL) spent nearly a decade attempting to 
reach 100% coverage. 

The inquisitive reader will gain much by studying the ornithological writings of such eminent 
ornithologists as Hugh Whistler, Alan O. Hume, B.B. Osmaston, W. T. Blanford, E.C. Stuart 
Baker, Charles M. Inglis, Norman Boyd Kinnear, William V. Legge, W.W.A. Phillips, Salim 
Ali and others who followed in their footsteps. All of these students of Indian birdlife published 
geographic place names to pinpoint their discoveries. We have brought these together in one 
place, with as much supporting infonnation as we could collect to delineate exactly where each 
place is and what it is like. 

Some ornithologists were meticulous about documenting where a specimen was taken, whereas 
others were remarkably cavalier about such things. Salim Ali, India's greatest ornithologist, 
cared not a whit about providing exact information on a locality, whereas some lesser-known 
fieldworkers went to great lengths to geo-reference each important place where work was 
conducted. Needless to say, we spent more time on the localities with less documentation, 
conducting the sleuthwork to determine just where they were. 

Throughout the history of Indian ornithology, many of the greatest observers have not been 
trained scientists, but instead, enthusiastic amateurs devoted to gathering new field 
knowledge about birds and their habits. Many of their reports serve as an evocative reminder 
that ornithological literature need not be unpoetic, devoid of humor, or literary merit. So this 
gazetteer serves not only as a repository of scientific knowledge, but also as an historical guide 
to the growth of ornithology on the Indian Subcontinent. The varied geography captured in the 
many place names that follow offers a fascinating window through which to look back at 
aspects of the British presence in South Asia, while the more recent publications show the 
growth and development of modern ornithology since the end of the colonial administration of 
British India in 1947. Who could not fail but be fascinated to know more of “Busnah, Phooljan 
State”—the type locality for the mysterious Athene blewitti or Forest Spotted Owlet (only 
recently rediscovered by Ben King and Pamela Rasmussen)? Some localities have an almost 
mystical story attached to them (Darbhanga, Bihar, where the last Pink-headed Duck was 
observed in the wild, for instance). We think that the geography of ornithology has an attraction 
all its own. 
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Given the huge amount of literature written on birds since this time, it is obvious that more and 
more people are becoming interested in this rich field of study. This is a development to be 
applauded both for its contribution to ornithology and to the growth of nature conservation. 
While stating this, however, we should not lose sight of the dire threat that overshadows many 
South Asian habitats and their bird populations. The region is blessed with scores of parks, 
sanctuaries, and reserves, but because of the pressures of population, poverty, and inadequate 
enforcement of existing laws and regulations, these all may be degraded or lost in the next 
decades. All students of ornithology of the Indian Subcontinent must do whatever they can to 
ensure the long-term survival of the region's forests, watersheds, and wildlife. These constitute 
a globally important treasure that the human race is honor-bound to pass on unharmed to 
following generations. In this we might learn from the ancient Jain and Hindu traditions of 
respecting all animal life and of preserving forests and sacred groves. 

CONSTRUCTION OF THE GAZETTEER 

What follows is an alphabetical listing of nearly 4,000 geographic place names that refer to 
sites where some ornithological observation has taken place. These are the names naturalists 
and researchers cited over the years in attempting to provide a geographic reference point of an 
encounter of ornithological importance. Each name is annotated with infonnation we provide to 
both characterize the site as well as assist the reader in locating the site on a map or atlas (or in 
the field). 

Each listing is elaborated as follows: 

THE GEOGRAPHIC PLACE NAME: The name as found in the Handbook or another 
ornithological reference to the Indian Subcontinent. 

THE PLACE NAME DESCRIPTION: Initiated with a locality type (e.g., village, river, district, 
etc.), this section follows with an explicit description of its geographic location, usually 
beginning with a district-level localization, and ending with the state/province of the nation in 
which it lies. Most of the localities in this work are from India. As a space-saving convention, 
when the locality is from India, this is a given and no “India” is indicated. If the locality is from 
another nation, then that nation is named (e.g., Pakistan). 

COORDINATES: Latitude and Longitude are indicated to the minute. To save space, each 
measure is given as “00.00”. The separating period simply separates the degrees from the 
minutes (these are NOT decimal degrees). Thus 78.05 indicates 78 degrees and 5 minutes. 
Unless otherwise indicated, all latitudes are North Latitude and all longitudes are East 
Longitude. In many instances, when a locality is not found exactly, the lat/long is given for the 
nearest named locality that can be located on a map, and this name is included parenthetically 
in that sentence. The term “centered at” indicates a set of coordinates approximately in the 
center of a non-point-source geographic name (such as a district). 

OTHER NAMES: Other spellings or orthographies as located in a range of reference works and 
maps. 

TYPE LOCALITY: If the place name was used as the “type locality” for a new species or 
subspecies of bird, that name is given (for instance: “Ratnapur... Type locality of: Ploceus 
philippinus sadarpateli Koelz. From this we determine, with reference to the Synopsis, that 
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Walter Koelz named a new subspecies of baya weaver from a specimen taken at Ratnapur, 
describing this in 1952 in the Journal of the Zoological Society of India, volume 4, page 43). 


FIELD WORKER/PUB LI CATION: Includes the name of a llcldworkcr who visited the locality 
and the date (if known when observations or collections were made there). This is followed by 
a publication in which the geographic name is mentioned. 


SOURCE REFERENCE: Lists a source for how we located the position of the geographic 
place in question. This is typically a map, atlas, or gazetteer (see reference list below). In many 
instances we have located the locality in the Times Atlas or the Columbia Lippincott Gazetteer 
of the World (see below). 


TAXONOMY, NOMENCLATURE, AND GEOGRAPHY 

Following the prevailing standard, we have chosen to capitalize the vernacular names of birds. 
Nomenclature and taxonomy follow Ripley (1982), A Synopsis of the Birds of India and 
Pakistan, Second Edition. We chose to follow the Synopsis for reasons of continuity, while 
acknowledging that taxonomy is not static, and that changes have and will be made. This also 
reflects the somewhat historical nature of this work. The research on it ended in 1996, but final 
editing and publication were delayed because the second author (BMB) had left the 
Smithsonian and the demands of other work prevented it from being finalized until 2003. 
During that time a new regional checklist has been published (Inskipp, T., N. Lindsey, and W. 
Duckworth. 1996. An Annotated Checklist of the Birds of the Oriental Region. Oriental Bird 
Club, Sandy, Bedfordshire, U.K.) and even the political geography of the region has been 
altered with the creation of several new states of India (e.g., Chattisgarh) and well-known city 
named have changed (e.g., Bombay to Mumbai, Madras to Chennai). This work refers to the 
India of 1995 and before (see map below). 

Reference Works 

A list of reference works and their corresponding abbreviations can be found at the end of this 
introductory section. Journals with lengthy titles and numerous entries, such as the Journal of 
the Bombay Natural History Society or the Columbia-Lippincott Gazetteer to the World, have 
been given acronyms (e.g., JBNHS and Col. Gaz.) to save space. 

Some Final Notes 

This Gazetteer is one of a series of related publications that has been produced as part of long¬ 
term investigations of the bird fauna of the Indian Subcontinent by S. Dillon Ripley and the 
Smithsonian Institution. With the death of Dr. Ripley and the cessation of the work of his 
laboratory, the final projects—a field guide, this gazetteer, and a biogeographic synthesis, have 
been carried on by Dr. Ripley’s colleagues and associates. This Gazetteer has been completed 
and published because of the long work of Patsy Lozupone, who was the lead research assistant 
conducting the geographic investigation. She began this as a volunteer and continued it after 
both she and Beehler departed the Smithsonian. She and BMB continued to discuss the work, 
and it was she that ensured that it was completed. She merits special thanks for her 
perseverance.
